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Post Offices To Be 
Equipped With Ball 
Point Pens Sept. 1 

On or before September 1, 
every one of the 37,863 United 
States Post Offices will be sup- 
plied with ball-point pens for 
use on desks in Post Office lob- 
bies, Postmaster General Arthur 
E. Summerfield announced to- 
day. 

It was revealed earlier this 
year that the experimental use 
of ball-point pens in Post Office 
lobbies had proved satisfactory, 
and that they would go into gen- 
eral use around Labor Day. 

Summerfield announced this 
week that contracts were signed, 
after competitive bidding by pen 
manufacturers, for 500,000 ball- 


point pens, 500,000 pen refills, 
and 300,000 metal chains for at- 
taching the pens to the desks. 

According to specifications, 
the pens will be green in color, 
and will be capable of writing 
in black ink, without refilling, 
a continuous line at least 8,000 
feet, or nearly a mile and a half, 
in length. Each pen will be 
stamped with the words “Prop- 
erty of the Post Office.” 

Costs under the contract sign- 
ed this week for the new equip- 
ment, the Postmaster General 
said, involve $64,750, or 13 cents 
apiece, for the pens, $24,450, or 
5 cents apiece, for the ink re- 
fills; and $11,550, or slightly 
less than 4 cents apiece, for the 
chains.

President Eisenhower signed 
thc highway bill on June 29, 
following its passage by Con- 
gress a few days before. It be- 
came effective at midnight 
June 30, and increased taxes on 
gasoline and other motor fuels, 
tires of the types used on high- 
yay vehicles, tracks, buses, and 
trailers. The act calls for a tax 
program of 16 years, to finance 
the construction of 41,000 miles 
of roads in an national network 
which will ultimately link 90 
percent of all cities in the coun- 
try with populations of more 
than 50,000. 

As completely planned: and 
visualized, the project is a $33,- 
480,000,000 road-building: pro- 
gram. Immediate steps were 
taken. by Secretary of Com~ 
merce Weeks to allocate $1,125,- 
000,000 among the states for the 
first year’s planning and con- 
struction. During the remainder 
of this year an estimated $400,- 
000,000 in road contracts will 
be let by state highway depart- 
ments. 

Also to be financed by the 
program will be new roads for 
parks forests and other special 
areas. 

In addition to creating a high 
volume of new employment, 
government officials said, ad- 
vances in the road-building pro- 
gram will increase tourism with- 
in the United States by making 
more. easily accessible many 
areas hitherto difficult to reach. 
An activity péak in construc- 
tion was predicted by 1960.

Of Unemployment Taxes 
You might not expect it to 
happen, but 765 Florida employ- 
ers overpaid $131,366. in taxes 
in the past year to the Indus- 
trial Commission 
And this hapipenéc largely be- 
cause the Flozida  Unemploy- 
ment Compensstion tex has a 
"sliding tax scalé", known as 
experience rating, which re- 
wards employers who maintain 
their employment on a stable 
basis, with reduced tax rates. 
Employers who  misfigured 
their tax charge or paid on their 
old rate after getting a lowered 
tax under the "experience rat- 
ing" plan made 80 per cent of 
overpayments, Commission 
Chairman James T. Vocelle said. 
Firms covered under the 
State unemployment compensa- 
tion law (those with four or 
more workers( pay up to 2.7 
per cent on taxable pay roll.
